The decision rendered yesterday evening that charges of 


collusion meet against foilce Sergeant J. H. Martin were not 
unstained and his exoneration by the Police Commission, was 
ioiiov/ed today by keen speculation as to when the commis- 
sion would again meet for the purpose of considering further 
Inction and short-comings in the conduct of the police de- 
partment with a view to ironing them out. 
No official 


word came from the Police Commission as to the date on 
which this matter would be taken up although! it was ex- 
pected that within a few days something would 'be done. On 
the other hand seme felt that the commission would wait 
until early in March when half of the police force is to be 
elected before enacting remedial measures designed to re- 
store the waning morale of the department. 
From one 


source which might be considered authoritative it was learn- 
ed that the commission would give the police force time in 
which to harmonize its differences without the exertion of 
action by the Commission. 


If these differences are not ironed out then, it is inti- 


mated the Commission will take steps to see that it is done, 
possibly trv calling for resignations. 


One of the most surprising developments in the police in- 


vestigation was the discovery that another of the certain 
citizens, upon his return to Danville from Washington, found 
that his name had been used without his authority in the list 
which Attorney John Thomas Wat<?on presented to the Po- 
lice Commission iust before the probe commenced. That cnan 
was Bascom Jordan. 


Mr. Jordan's situation was explained this morning at 


the request of a reporter. 
Mr. Jordan was not anxious to 


appear in the controversy but when pressed, he stated that 
son?.? time ago he had been asked to by H. 0. Kerns, head of 
the Law and Ordsr League, to meet one evening for the pur- 
pose of discussing a ruling made by Mayor Wooding on the 
question of search warrants.

Jbat his opinion pn the necessity of officers .having these,,in- 
trurhentV properly filled otrt was in accordance with exist- 
ing laws and it was for the purpose of considering changes 
w the State law by the General Assembly that the meeting 
was eaT eel. 
Mr. Jordan attended the meetinsr. Not a word 


was said he stated, about charges against Mr. Martin and 
Mr. Jordan was surprised to find on his return from Wash- 
ino'cn that his name had been presented as one of the sup- 
porting citizens to the charges that Martin was in collusion 
Mr Jordan declared that he was down on a list of Martin s 
witnesses and would have willingly appeared in his behalt 
but for the fact that it was necessary for him to be rn wasa- 
S? Jordan Quoted another of the leading citrus who told 
Irm that "a big botch" had been made of the whole proceed- 
ings 
Mr Jordan also said that when he heard of charges 


being brought against Martin he had expressed it as his opin- 
ion that a blunder was being made

Mr Jordan is the second citizen within 
twenty-four 


hours to state that his name was used as a ' 'certain citizen 
without his authority. 
M. 0. Nelson was the other man. 


The finding of the commission set forth that Scrpeant J. H Mar- 


tin charged "vith "collusion with men engacrd in the violation of 
the liqiwr lav of the City and State" was not jruilty and the 
charge was not sustained.
